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Massa language 


Massa (or Masana, Masa) is a Chadic language spoken in southern 
Chad and northern Cameroon by the Masa people . It has 
approximately 200,000 speakers. 

Dialects are Bongor, Bugudum (Budugum), Domo, Gizay, Gumay, 
Ham, Walia, Wina (Viri), Yagwa. 

Kim, a neighbouring language, was once misclassified as Masa. 
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
